IN CLEVELAND RIOT 


Leaders in Demonstration 
Plan Public Rally of 1200 


Unemployed, 20. of 
Whom Were Injured.

Nine Porovins Arrested for

CLEVELAND. O., Feb. 12. -— A 
protest meeting was called for late 
today by leaders of the 1200 un- 
employed men and women who 
fought with fists and knives against 
police in a “work or food” riot in 
front of the City Hall yesterday. 


Women and children were urged 
to join a public rally against “police 
brutality” by speakers who retreat- 
ed waving strips of policemen's 
coat tails as banners after the un- 
employed had been beaten away 
from the City Hall. 

Nine rioters were arrested, two 
more of the unemployed and three 
policemen were injured and more 
than 20 others suffered bruises 
from kicks and blows. 

Culminating a three months’ of- 
fensive against the City Council 
since unemployment became acute, 
the so-called council of the unem- 
ployed recruited about 1200 per- 
sons and marched on the City Hall 
to demand work or food. A Coun- 
cil committee was scheduled to 
hear their representatives about 


unemployment, 
Police Are Attacked. 

A melee followed when police re- 
fused to admit the entire gather- 
ing and attempted to clear side- 
walks. Three officers were knocked 
down and a furious scramble raged 
for half an hour with police using 
their night sticks. 

Inside the City Hall four women 
attacked Jacob Graul, Chief of Po- 
lice, and as other policemen en- 
deavored to protect him, one of 
the women rushed out and shouted 
“the police are clubbing us!” 

Four men attacked Police In- 
spector George Matowitz and thréw 
him to the pavement. Another 
downed Lieut. Oliver Torrence. 
Then other policemen were at- 
tacked. There were 30 rioters and 
policemen rolling and fighting on 
the sidewalks and pavements at 
once, the policemen using their 
sticks freely. Some of the 650 
women in the crowd scratched and 
screamed at the policemen and tore 
at their hair and coats. 

Chases Attacker. 

There was an element of the 
grotesque. Matowitz, seeing one 
of the men who had struck him, 
arose almost breathless and chased 
him down the street. Another man 
tore off the tail of Lieut. Tor- 


rence’s coat, and shouting. waved 
it in the air. 

Before the riot had subsided 
about 200 policemen from al! parts 
of the city had been called in by 
Director of Safety Edwin L. Bar- 
ry. Several fire companies ar- 
rived and attached their hose. 
ready to cool off the mob if the 
police could not. 

When the rioters were quieted, 
they were escorted back to public 
square by a police guard, almost 
as peaceably as they had come. At 
the square, speakers mounted the 
pedestal beneath the statue of Tom 
Johnson, former Mayor of Cleve- 
land, and continued to harangue 
the crowd until dusk. 

Although organizations admit- 
ting communistic affiliations have 
frequently stormed council meet- 
ings, officials said they believed no 
communist group was directly re- 
sponsible for yesterday's outbreak.

ATTACK ON HUGHES 
GAINS STRENGTH 


AS IT GOES ON’

Dill. “The Supreme Court is build- 
ing up a body of law—not enacted 
by Congress—which reaches into 
the everyday life of every citizen. 
The cost of transportation, tele- 
phone service, electricity, gas, rent, 
food—in fact, almost everything we 
use—is largely fixed by the valua- 
tion theories upheld by the Su- 
preme Court, 
“An Indecent Prophecy.” 

“I say that when that court per- 
mits a public utility company to 
include.in its rate base the value 
of the franchise which it had as a 
gift from the people, it permits 
the company to pick the pocket of 
the public. Yet, through the ex- 
ercise of this legal legerdemain, 
billions are being written into the 
valuations on which the public is 
required to pay profits.” 

Dill read an extract from an 
editorial in the Wall Street Jour- 
which stated that Hughes 
might be expected to adopt the 
views of the present majority of 
the court, “particularly in respect 
to public utility valuation.” Dill 
described this as “an indecent 
prophecy.” 

“There was a time,” he said, 
“when the money powers of this 
country felt they. must contro) 
Congress in order to get what they 
wanted but they have learned that 
they need only to secure the ap- 
pointment of men to the Supreme 
Court whose economic views favor 
their designs. Let nobody be de- 


.ceived—if we had in the White 


House a President whose heart 
beat in tune with the needs of hu- 
manity he would not send us the 
name of a man who is the embodi- 
ment of organized wealth and spe- 
cial privilege.”’ 

Dill, recognized as the Senate’s 
foremost authority on radio, ve- 
hemently denounced Hughes’ re- 
cent argument in behalf of broad- 
casting station WGY, owned by the 
General Electric Co.,¢@in which 
Hughes contended that the com- 
pany had acquired a permanent 
property right in the air by virtue 
ot having been the first to use a 
certain radio channel. 

“Remember that private inter- 
ests have gobbled up the oil, iron, 
coal and timber, and are fast gob- 
bling up the electric power sites,” 
said Dill. “Thé air constitutes the 
only great public domain remain- 
ing in the public’s possession. Yet 
we are asked to confirm a man for 
the chief justiceship who has set 
up the doctrine of ‘squatter sover- 
eighty’ on the air in behalf of the 
great corporation he is paid to rep- 
resent. . 

“Such a doctrine is a menace to 
civilization. Those who control the 
radio channels during the hext 
generation will control public 
opinion. Those channels’ should 
never pass into private owner- 
ship.” 

“One Shortcoming.” 

Asserting he was “concerned 
about only one shortcoming” of 
Hughes, which he termed the at- 
titude of the nominee on the con- 
trol and regulation of public utili 
ties, Senator Walsh (Dem.), Mas- 
sachus’'ts, said he would not 
“prejudice my future course by 
withholding my vote for confirma- 
tion.” Walsh expressed the hope 
that the discussion of the nomina- 
tion would “indicate” to Hughes 
the “public scrutiny the court will 
be under” and “the concern of the 
people on this important economic 
and social qtestion.” 

Senator Glenn (Rep.), Illinois, 
said he would not subscribe to the 
doctrine that “a lawyer will be 
condemned, damned and punished 
because he represented interests N@ 
matter what they be.” Abraharh 
Lincoin, he argued, ‘would have been 
barred for the Chief Justiceship if 
the views of *Hughes’ opponents 
held sway ‘in ‘the ‘emancipator's 
time, because he represented the 
great railroad corporations. 

Glenn said that one-third of the 
labor laws enacted in New York 
State were passed and signed dur- 
ing Hughes’ term as Governor. 
He said that as the investigator of 
the New York insurance scandals 


} 


Hughes had proved himself the 
“greatest investigator.” 

“Would he have undertaken that 
investigation in the interests of the 
people had he been subject to cor- 
porate control?” asked Glenn. Aft- 
er serving as Governor of New 
York, Glenn said, the labor unions 
of that State described him as the 
“greatest friend of labor laws” ever 
to sit in the Governor's chair. 


Borah Opens Attack. 

Senator Borah took the floor 
of the Senate ycsterday after- 
noon and delivereé a slashing at- 
tack on the nominee. The fact that 
Borah and Hughes were the prin- 
cipal campaigners for Hoover in 
192 did not detcr the Idaho Sen- 
ator from asserting that the selec- 
tion of Hughes for the highest of- 
fice within the gift of the President 
constituted a national calamity. 

He declared that Hughes has def- 
initely identified himself with “the 
viewpoint which places property 
rights above human rights,” and 
that some of the opinions advanced 
by Hughes in defense of his cor- 
porate clients were “almost shock- 
ing.” Borah wat especially severe 
in criticising Fughes’ views on the 
valuation of the public utilities, de- 
claring that “these views, if carried 
to their logical conclusion, must 
eventually drive us into public own- 
ership.” 

He dwelt on Hughes’ apparent 
willingness as a lawyer to espouse 
any cause, Or associate with any 
group, on receipt of sufficient fee, 
and pointed out that Hughes, soon 
after resigning as Secretary of State, 
accepted a fee from the American 
Petroleum Institute, whose direc- 
tors incleded Harry F. Sinclair, E. 
L. Doheny and Robert W., Stewart, 
“to argue that the Government has 
no right to regulate or control the 
production and transportation of 
oil in this country.” 

This “lack of sensibility,” as it 
was characterized, was ‘further 
emphasized by Senator Carter Glass 
of Virginia, who said the country 
had been “‘shocked and distressed,” 
when Hughes resigned from the 
Supreme Court in 1916 to run for 
President, and that its disappoint- 
ment hadbeen “frightfully accen- 
tuated”’ by his willingness to return 
to the bench after he had amassed 
a fortune practicing law. 

Alluding to the decision  ren- 
dered last month by the Supreme 
Court in the valuation case of the 
Baltimore Street Railways, Borah 
said: 

“TI do not understand that the 
court has any power to establish 
rates or fares, but only to deter- 
mine whether the rates that have 
been established by the proper auvu- 
thorities are confiscatory. In this 
case the court held that a rate 
which afforded a return of 6.26 
per cent on the valuation was cori- 
fiseatory. That vaulation include 
the figure of $5,000,000 as the value 
of a franchise which had been do- 
nated to the company by the pub- 
lic. Excluding that item the fare 
provided for a return of 6.7 per 
cent on the investment. 

“Moreover, it was stated in the 
dissenting Opinion of Justices 
Brandeis, Holmes and Stone that if 
the depreciation of the property 
*-4 been calculated by the method 

monly used by other business 
enterprises, the rate fixed would 
amount to a return_of 7.78 per 
cent on the investment. 

“Mr. Hughes’ views are identi. 
fied with the views expressed by 
the majority tn the Baltimore de- 
cision, and those views, if carried 
to their logical conclusion mean 
great economic oppression to the 
people of the’ United States. If 
we confirm him we will place on 
the Supreme Court a man whose 
views should not be made ‘&. per- 
manent part of our judicial and 
economic system.” . 

Borah recalled the case of Tru- 
man Newberry of Michigan, who 
was found guilty by a jury of cor- 


rupt practices in connection with! 


his primary campaign for Senator, 
and who was represented 
Hughes in his successful appea) to 
the Supreme Court. 

“I do not complain of Mr. 
Hughes for having taken the case. 
but I do complain of the argument 
which he advanced, and the meth- 
ods which he employed, in seeking 
to relieve cadberry of his con- 


aid 


|viction,” Borah said. “His argu- 
ment was that Congress had no 
power to protect itself against cor- 
ruption which might occur in the 
primary. 

“Mark you—he was arguing a 
great constitutional question, and 
I must assume that he was sincere 
in the view he expressed. If Mr. 
Hughes had been Chief Justice in- 
stead of Chief Justice White, we 
would now be powerless to keep 
corruption out of this body.” 


Hughes on Bench, ‘Unthinkable’ 

Borah proceded to recite the 
names of a number of corporations 
for whom Hughes had appeared 
before the Supreme Court. He 
named the Interborough Rapid 


Transit Co., operating New York 
subways, which sought permission 
to break its 5-cent-fare contract 
with New York City and to charge 
a  7-ecnt-fare. He mentioned 
Hughes’ employment by the meat 
packers, in their.effort to mcdify 
the consent decree entered against 
them under the anti-trust laws in 
1920. 

“It is my judgment, after study- 
ing his briefs and reading his argu- 
ments in these cases,”” Borah de- 
clared, “that Mr. Hughes believes 
that practically no restraint should 
be placed on the great corporaic 
inteersts of this country, and that 
the rates and profits which they 
receive shall virtually be left to 
their own discretion. 

.* The greatest undetermined 
question confronting this nati:n is 
how much these great corporations 
shall be allowed to charge the 
people of the country. The decter- 
mination of that question wif af- 
fect the lives of more people than 
any decision evér rendered in the 
past. To place a man 0of Mr. 
Hughes’ known views in a position 
where he may decide it is to be 
unthinkable.”

Liggett asserted he held no brief 
for the saloon and did not wish its 
return. He insisted, however, that 
before prohibition, taking the Dis- 
trict of Columbia as an example, 
there were 300 legally licensed sa- 
loons and their proprietors obeyed 
the regulatory laws. At that time, 
he said, the minor found it very 
difficult, if not impossible to ob- 
tain liquor in a saloon and young 
girls, he said, could not get it. Lig- 
gett said he had the facts to prove 
that after 10 years of prohibition 
arrests in Washington for drunk- 
enness trebled, and evéry form of 
law violation had increased in the 
National Capital. 

Turning to Boston, Liggett said 
there were 4000 speakeasies with 
15,000 persons in the liquor busi- 
ness in that city. He said that 
there was corruption in the police 
force in the city of Boston and 
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to Detroit, ‘he said 


there on the prairies that you could 
find anywhere.” i 
In Minnesota, where, he said, 


prohibition administration is under’ 


the direct supervision of Andrew 
Volstead, author of the dry law, 
he declared there was not a “de-

neapolis. Liggett then spoke of 
what he described as “beer farms.” 
He said one was about 50 
from Minneapolis, which had been 
raided while he was in the city.

| Board of Education to Receive Bids Next 
_ Month on Laboratory and Shop Buildings 
. —Estimated Cost $1,750,000. 


Erection of the first new units 
of the Herbert 8. Hadley School, 
which will be the city’s first voca- 


tional high school, is expected to 
begin this spring, it was announced 
by the Board of Education last 
night, when an architect’s drawing 
of the structure. was exhibited. 
Estimated cost of the first units 
is $1,750,000. Bids will be re- 
ceived next month and the con- 
tract probably will be awarded in 
April. The board owns the site, 


j which is bounded’ by. Grand boule- 


vard on the west, Bell avenue on 
the south, Channing avenue on the 
east and School street and the 
Odeon on the north, except that the 
corner property at Grand and Bell 
is not included. 

Central High School formerly 
occupied the front part of the site, 
but its old building was razed and 
only a three-story unit left at the 
rear of the Odeon. .This unit is in 
use as the nucleus of Hadley 
School, The board proposes to 
erect later, on the western part of 
the ground, an auditorium unit 
facing Bell avenue at Theresa 
avenue and an imposing academic 
unit facing Grand boulevard. It 
also has considered putting a new 
board administrative building on 
the lot. 

Street Across Site Proposed. 
Negotiations are pending  be- 
tween the board and the city for 
the opening of Theresa avenue as 
a traffic relief street across the 
Hadley School site. Consummation 
of that project would force altera- 
tion of the building plans. 

The two units to be erected this 
year are the laboratory section and 
the shop section. The latter will 
be L-shaped, fronting on Channing 
between Bell and School, on School 
between Channing and the existing 
unit, and for a short distance on 
Beil west from Channing. The 
laboratory section will face Bell. 
immediately ‘adjoining the shop 
section, and space wil] be left for 
a small garden between it and the 
projected auditorium unit. 

Both the shop and laboratory 
sections will be five stories high, 
with basements; the latter unit will 
have a one-story extension in the 
rear, where a boiler room now 
stands, for a swimming pool and 
dressing rooms and for an erection 
shop, to be used by classes. in con- 
struction. Gfay mottled brick will 
be used for the exterior walls, 
which will have a strikingly large 
window area.

I desire to see the Sec- 
retary of War sign on that dotted 
line.’* 

Muscle Shoals Lobby. 

When the letter was written Hus- 
ton was president of the Tennessee 
River Iniprovement Association, 
sometimes known as. the Muscle 
Shoals lobby, which has been active 
against the Norris bill for Govern- 
ment operation of Muscle Shoals.

LINCOLN BUST UNVEILED 
IN THE HEART OF LONDON 


Marquis of Crewe Presents Memo- 
rial to City as Symbol of Angio- 
American Friendship. 

By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Feb. 12.—A bust of 
Abraham Lincoln, the work of An- 
drew O'Connor, Irish-American 
sculptor who presented it to the 
city of London as a symbol of 
Angio-American friendship was 
unveiled at the Royal Exchange to- 
day by the Lord Mayor, Sir Wil- 
liam Waterloo. It was formally 
presented to the city by the Mar- 
quis of Crewe who acted for the 
Marquis of Reading, chairman of 
the Lincoln Committee. 

The bust is carved from a block 
of American limestone quarried 
near Lincoln's birthplace and por- 
trayed the President in middle age 
before the Civil War. The Mar-

Later 
there will be other telephone calls 
and as a general thing a meeting 
is arranged to talk things over and 
see what can be done.

FAN, PUNCHED 
BY HACK WILSON, 


| CHICAGO, Feb. 12 Hack Wil- 
son, the “Dempsey of the Cub 
dugouts,” won a-$20,000. fight yes- 
terday without tossing a punch. 

A jury in Superior Court decided 
the pugnacious Cub center fielder 
‘Was not guilty of assaulting Ed- 
ward Young, a Chicago milkman 
and an anti-Wilson fan, during the 
St. Louis-Chicago game at Wrigley 
Field 6n June 21, 1928, and auto- 
matically rejected Young’s suit for 
damages. 

The verdict, gained after but 25 
minutes deliberation, . not only 
saved Wilson virtually all the 
money he expects to. make playing 
baseball this year, but was régard- 
ed as a vindication of those fiery 
baseball players who now and then 
rush into the stands to silence fans 
who jeer and taunt.their efforts. 

Young charged that the burly 
Cub outfielder became so enraged 
at a “few harmless taunts’ during 
the game that he vaulted into the 
stands and beat him severely, in- 
capacitating him for several weeks. 
He said Wilson knocked Lim down 
and then threw him over a chair, 
wrenching his back. He admitted 
under cross-examination that he 
struck back at Wilson but insisted 
it was only in self-defense. 

Wilson appeared as nervous as 
the day he faced some of Howard 
| Ehmke’s slow curves in the 1929 
world series when he took the 
stand, but withal he was a good 
witness, Ee said Young's taunts 
became unbearable and that he 
warned him to stop. 

Cateher Jeo Hartnett of the 
Cubs, and asx others testified in 
Wilson’s behgeif, telling the same 
version of the ftnaeident—that Wil- 
son did not strike a blow and that 
Young was not bice@ing uor in- 
jured.

on - divorce. The Catholic 
Church is opposed to divorce en- 
tirely, on no matter what ground. 
The Soviet Republic allows divorce 
on the application of either party. 
The Scandinavian countries permit 
divorce by mutual consent. En- 
gland admits only -one ground, 
namely, adultery. Within the 
United States divorce laws differ 
widely. The law of New York 
State is the same as that of En- 
gland. South Carolina has no di- 
vorce; Nevada is nearly as liberal 
as Scandinavia. Can we find any 
principle by which to judge as be- 
tween these varying customs? 

Clearly the interests of children 
provide the main argument 
against too easy divorce. When a 
marriage is childless the state has 
no interest in its permanence, and 
it ought to be dissoluble on the 
application of either party. Chil- 
dren are the one purpose of mar- 
riage, and no one should be tied to 
a union which fails in this respect. 
But when there are thildren the 
matter is more complicated. Di- 
vorce is apt to inflict psychologi- 
cal damage upon children, but at 
least equal damage results from 
quarrels between parents and an 
atmosphere of hostility in the 
home. There are therefore two op- 
posite sets of consideration. be- 
tween which a balance must be 
struck. 

I do not think that adultery, by 
itself. should be a ground of di- 
vorce. A large percentage of hus- 
bands, and a not inconsiderable 
percentage of wives, are occasion- 
ally and more or less casually un- 
faithful. particularly during en- 
forced separations, without any de- 
sire to break up the home or any 
cessation of mutual affection. In 
such cases it is the duty of the 
other partner to be tolerant, and 
not to attach undue importance to 
a-passing incident. The excessive 
jealousy which at present makes 
such an attitude difficult would be 
less difficult to control if it were 
not encouraged by public opinion, 
which regards it as not merely

HE most usual ground for di-

law of England, like that of New 
York State, lays 1t down that there 
shali be no divorce if both parties 
desire it.

Another advantage of mutual 
consent is.that it avoids the ‘ne- 
cessity for a public quarrel and for 
the vilification of the “guilty” 
party. The official adultery to 
which men have to submit in or- 
der that their wives may divorce 
them is a sordid business, and not 
the sort of thing that the law ought 
to demand and promote as it does 
when adultery is the sole ground 
for divorce. Moreover, if mutual 
consent is admitted, questions of 
alimony and custody of the chil- 
dren can be settled out of court by 
private treaty between husband 
and wife, the Court being merely 
called upon to sanction whatever 
agreement has been-reached. There 
is a fear that divorce would be- 
come commoner if mutya! consent 
were permitted, but this fear ap- 
pears to be groundless. Sweden, 
which permits this cause, has a 
much lower divorce rate than 
America For these reasons I 
should advocate mutual consent as 
the ground wherever neither party 
has any special. and unusual de- 
fect. 


HERE remain, however, such 

matters as insanity, crime and 

dipso.nania, The failure to rec- 
ognize these as grounds for divorce 
is an intolerable cruelty, not only 
to the husband or wife but also to 
the children. Perhaps insanity is 
the clearest case. Our moralists 
are sO much concerned that divorce 
shall only occur as punishment for

of the paramount consideration, 
namely, the welfare of children. 
They argue that since it is not 
wicked to be mad it ought not tu 
divorce. Thus 
men 2nd women find emselves 
tied to patrners who ought. not to 
have access to the children, and 
commanded to. have no more chil- 
dren unless they choose a lunatic 
for the other parent. This law can 
be understood on the hypothesis 
that it was made by lunatics, but 
on no other. 

Very similar considerations ap- 
ply to serious crime. If children 
have a jailbird for father their 
welfare is not furthered by de- 
creeing that their mother must be 
tied to him for life. Dipsomania, 
when it is sufficiently pronounced 
to need medical treatment in a 
home, and even when it only goes 
as far as habitual drunkenness, is 
a thing from which children should 
be shielded. In all such cases the 
refusal to allow the marriage to 
bé dissolved is wanton cruelty and 
cannot be~justified on any human 
or humane ground. Those who be- 
lieve that religion enjoins such un- 
necessary suffering must have 
cruelty in their hearts, or else be 
incapable of freeing themselves 
from traditions that descend from 
a less merciful age. 


HILE I hold: that the legally 
permitted grounds for divorce 
ought to be extended as 
widely as they are in Scandinavia, 
I hold, nevertheless, that as a 
matter of private morality parents 
ought to be slow to resort to di- 
vorce except for grave cause. The 
way to secure this, however, is not 
by harsh laws but by making par- 
ents more conscious of their obliga- 
tions toward children and of the 
need of mutual forbearance result- 
ing from these obligations. If a 
marriage brings lifelong happiness 
so much the better; but even if it 
does not, conscientious parents will 
hesitate to subject their children to 
the emotional strain and nervous 
damage too often entailed by sepa- 
ration or violent disagreement. This 
is a matter for the individual con- 
science, and no good purpose is 
served when the law compels men 
and women to pretend to a degree 
of virtue that they do not possess. 
To sum up: Where there are no 
children divorce should be obtain- 
able at the request of either party. 
Where there are children the usual 
ground should be mutual consent; 
other grounds should be insanity, 
grave crime, habitual drunkenness 
and venereal disease. Adultery per 
se should not be a ground. 
Existing unduly severe laws can 
only be amended when there is a 
dominant political party not ap- 
pealing for support to any of the 
churches. This means that in 
English-speaking countries’ the 
most that can be hoped is the 
maintenance of the status quo, at 
any rate for many years to come.

Mr. McDiarmid, South, opened 
the bidding with one No Trump. 
Mr. Shepard, West, passed. He ap- 
preciated that his best hope ef sav- 
ing game was to have the No 
Trump bid stand and lead Spades 
against it. He figured that if he 
did bid his Spades, a risky venture 
at best, the result might be that 
opponents would shift to a suit 
declaration at which their chance 
of game, from his viewpoint, would 
be increased. 

Mrs. Warren, North, had ample 
strength to bid two No Trumps, 
but she deemed it inadvisable to 
increase the contract in view of 
her worthless double-ton in Spades. 
She thought it unlikely that Hast 
would be strong enough to bid, 
therefore she need not attempt to 
shut out a lead-directing call by 
that hand. However, in case East 
did bid, North was strong enough 
to bid or double on the next 
round. Mrs. Streeter, East, of 
course, was obliged to pass, giv- 
ing Mr. McDiarmid the bid for 
one No Trump. 

Mr. Shepard, West, opened the 
play by leading the 5 of Spades, 
hig fourth best. Though an Ace- 
Queen suit is not opened against 
a trump contract if it can be 
avoided, the longest suit generally 
should be led against a No Trump, 
regardless of what cards it con- 
tains, unless that suit has been ad- 
versely bid. 

North’s hand became Dummy, 
and from it Declarer played the 6 
of Spades. Mrs. Streeter, East, 
played the 10, and Declarer the 
Jack, With the lead in his own 
hand, Declarer was then in a posi- 
tion to finesse the Diamonds, of 
which he held eight in his com- 
bined hands; but he appreciated 
that if the finesse lost, Mrs. 
Streeter, East, would lead Spades 
through Declarer’s King-3, and 
West, holding Ace-Queen as was 
clearly shown by the cards played 
to the first trick, would be able 
to capture -Declarer’s high Spade 
and then run the entire suit, sav- 
ing the game. A finesse lost to 
West would not have the same dire 
result, because a Spade lead would 
be up to Declarer’s once-guarded 
King. 


clarer led his Deuce of Hearts, 

to which West played the 4, 
Dummy the Queen, and East the 
5. Declarer then prepared to take 
a Club finesse, in the right direc- 
tion, by leading Dummy’s Deuce of 
Clubs, East played the 5, Declarer 
the 9, and West the Trey. Even 
if Declarer had not won this 
finesse, he still would have been 
in position to take three Club 
tricks, and East would not have 
been in the lead. These three Club 
tricks, with the one Spade and 
one Heart already won, the three 
more Hearts he was sure to win, 
and the Ace of Diamonds, were all 
he needed for game. 

So he proceeded, at trick four, 
to lead the Ace of Clubs. West 
played the 4, Dummy the 10, East 
the 6. Declarer then led the 8 of 
Heaysts; West played the 6; Dum- 
my won with the King; and East 
followed with the 9. Dummy 
cashed the King of Clubs, East 
Playing the 7; Declarer discarding 
the 6 of Diamonds; and West play- 
ing the 8 of Clubs. Dummy’s next 
lead was the Trey of Hearts, to 
which East followed with the 10, 
South with the Jack, and West 
with the 7. At trick eight, De- 
clarer continued with the Ace of 
Hearts. West discarded the 9 of 
Spades; Dummy the 8 of Spades; 
and East the Deuce of Diamonds. 
To trick nine, Declarer led the 
Queen of Diamonds, West played 
the 7, Dummy the Ace, and East 
the 8-spot. Mr. McDiarmid refused 
the tempting Diamond finesse be- 
cause his Ace of Diamonds insured 
game. He did well to take the cer- 
tainty; had he finessed East would 
have won and the adversaries 
would have taken the remaining 
tricks. 

Mr. McDiarmid then had nine 
tricks and game. Regardless of 
what Dummy led to the _ tenth 
trick, Mrs. Streeter, East, was 
bound to win with either her King 
of Diamonds or Queen of Clubs, 
and obviously East and West 
would take all the rest of the 
tricks. Declarer scored 30 for 
trick and 30 for his three Aces.
